MICHIGAN CONTEST AND OTHERS 


The presidential contest moves on merrily up- 


setting the best made calculations of the politi- 
cians. Wood, it was believed, could capture Mich- 
igan, but fighting Hiram, high priest of the 
"Arise and Smite 'Em League," wins out hand- 
ily. This shifts Wood's boom back a few notches 
and serves notice that Senator Johnson must be 
reckoned with in June. 


Johnson's victory is reported to be a rebuke to 


the lavish appropriations of General Wood from 
a state hostile and sensitive to high expenditures 
for political preferment, having most recently had 
this "iniquity" driven home through the convic- 
tion of Newberry. 


The doughty general was not beaten by an anti- 


military argument. Senators Borah and Kenyon 
descended upon the Michiganders just before the 
primary and made a drive against the money bags 
supposed to be stimulating the Wood candidacy. 
The electors believed them and demonstrated that 
a too free application of money may prove, a dis- 
astrous boomerang, especially in a state under sus- 
picion of being partial tojhatjcindjrf a campaign. 


Michigan was generally expected to be a test 


of General Wood's strength and it was even hint- 
ed that if he carried that state, Wisconsin and 
New York might start a bandwagon movement. 
None of the developments expected, happened. 
New York trimmed the Johnson machine 
and 


selected, under the'domination of the state or- 
ganization, an uninstructed delegation. 
I 


Wisconsin disturbs the politicians even more 


by lining up behind La Follette, and retunSng 
socialists to office, all at tne same time. 


Wood managers are whistling to keep their 


coura'ge up. Chief, hope of regaining lost prestige 
lies in the results' of the Ohio and Illinois con- 
tests. An intensive campaign is being waged in 
those states. In Ohio the Harding organization, 
is directing its- guns against Wood as vigorously 
as the Lowden machine is fighting Wood in Illi- 
nois. 
: 


From this distance, it appears that no candi- 


date will have the nomination in his vest pocket. 
A first ballot nomination is more remote than 
ever. 


The net result to date ia a decided boost for the 


Johnson candidacy—but then even this advantage 
may be dissipated by later returns. 


It was not surprising, that Johnson did not make 


a better showing in New York. The East thinks 
that Hiram is radical. In-the west, the voters are 
more calloused because they are "fed up" on that 
sort of thing. Calif ornians, however, declare that 
Johnson's administration in their state was 
praised even by the conservatives. It then may 
be merely the point of view, and probably, John- 
son's cue in the east is to reveal his more conserv- 
ative side. 


In Wisconsin, the primary contest was really a 


test of La Follette's strength. It was a factional 
strife and one which the presidential candidates 
shunned for reasons obvious to seasoned politi- 
cians.

The next and most important primary comes 


April 13 in Illinois. 
Lowden is conceded the bulk 


of the delegation, but General Wood's friends 
want to pile up a popular vote there which will 
place him in line for second choice of that state.
